The Judge then turned to the 
Russian and asked whether he was 
represented by counsel.

The courtroom is

Nov. 14—Iff)—Pope Plus XII bit 
terly assailed "anti-Christian total 
Itarian states" today, accusing such 
nations of suppressing true Justin 
by application of unjust laws. 
The Pontiff laid suppression o 
"true" rights in totalitarian state 
to "prophets, defenders and crea 
tors of a culture, a power of th 
state and a legislation which doe 
not recognize God and His sover 
eign rights." 
The Pope, in an address to th 
Sacred Roman Rota—the Suprem 
Court of Catholicism—bitterly as 
sailed recent trials in such states 
He did not mention 
Communls 
states by that name, but there wa 
little doubt those were the one 
he meant. 
Nor did he say jus 
which trials he referred to. How 
ever, he mentioned trials of "pub 
Ho officials," indicating he migh 
have been referring to the recen 
upsurge of "Tltolst" trials in th 
states of the Soviet orbit. 
These states, the Pope said, can 
not return to a "moral order" with 
out first restoring Christian prln 
clples of law. He said the suppres 
slon of rights In these states wa 
an "error of juridical positivism, 
which he defined as absolute stat 
law as opposed to Christian prln 
clples. 
"Absolutism of the state is equa 
to deification of the state itself, 
the Pope said. 
.This was the Pope's second impor- 
tant address on legal matter! with 
In a week. Last week, In a speec 
to Italian Catholic lawyers,

cautioned Catholic judge 
everywhere not to recognize "unjus 
laws," and to beware of grantln

Retailers Face 
Heavy Sales And 
Small Profits 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—OP)—Re- 
tailers are facing a pretty bright 
future in the next six months ahead 
as far as their sales volume Is con- 
cerned. The pinch comes in prof- 
its.The amount of money being rung 
up on department store cash reg- 
isters right now is only a shade 
below a year ago. And remember 
that last year was one of the best 
in grand totals that department 
stores ever had. 
But this year their profits are 
being shaved down by high operat- 
ing costs. On every score it costs 
more to stay in business now than 
a year ago. As one merchant said: 
"The 
more you earn the less you 
have." 
In a recent survey the National 
City Bank of New York shows that 
58 large retail corporations in the 
first half of this year had a sales 
volume only four per cent under the 
comparable period of 1948. 
But 
their net income was down 31 per 
cent. 
The 27 department and specialty 
stores In the list reported sales 
only three per cent under a year 
ago, but their profits were off 35 
per cent. 
The latest report of the Federal 
Reserve board gives departmen 
store sales at two per cent under 
last year for the week ended Nov 
5.

material witness and her bond was 
continued at $300. 
Detective Sheets expressed belief 
that Heer's argument with Miss 
Crafton, who had come here for a 
fraternity homecoming party, was 
a possible ".key" to the develop- 
ments which followed. 
Tne officer, after questioning the 
20-year-old Ohio State University 
freshman, reported Heer said he 
was ''going to get a gun and start 
out on a criminal orgy." 
James T. McKeown, 21, a senior 
and managing editor of the Uni- 
versity's student dally, was shot to 
death early Saturday whten he 
tried to take a .46 caliber automatic 
pistol from Heer. 
The shooting, which occurred in

Acheson To Make Decisions 
On Halting Reds In Asia 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—UP)— 
With western unity newly-reinforc- 
ed in Europe, Secretary of State 
Acheson returns to Washington 
this week. He will take up next 
several important decisions in the 
drive to halt Communism in Asia. 


Work on the drafting of a Japan- 
ese peace treaty is expected to get 
a new impetus soon after his arriv- 
al. 
New steps are due, too, to 
clarify American policies with re- 
spect to China. 


Acheson's first step, however, 
will be to join President Truman 
In welcoming the Shah of Iran. 
They will discuss measures for fur- 
ther strengthening the anti-Com- 
munist position in the strategic line 
for which Greece is one anchor and 
Iran the other. 


Acheson Is due here Tuesday af- 
ter a week-long trip to Paris. He 
talked with British and 
French 
Foreign ministers on the organiza- 
tion of Western Europe including 
Germany and made a flying tour 
of key points in Western Germany 
itself. 


Administration

statements, that the Paris meeting .with Russia but never to the same

made solid progress toward solving 
the -great problems of Europe's fu- 
ture. 
In Aoheson's opinion these 
problems are mainly to win a high 
degree of political and economic 
unity among tbe free nations of 
Western Europe and to have those 
nations accept Germany once more 
as a member of the family. 
But it is on issues of the Middle 
East 'and Far East that events of 
the next week or ten days seem cer- 
tain to fix the spotlight now that 
the' Paris conference Is out of the 
way. These events are: 
1. Top diplomats of the Arab na- 
tions were due to confer with state 
department officials today. State 
department officials believe their 
primary interest is In settlement of 
Jewish-Arab problems In Palestine 
but did not exclude the possibility 
that they were also cancerned with 
feeling out American policy toward 
the whole Middle.East. 


2. Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, ruler 
of Iran, is due here Wednesday for 
a state visit. He Is expected to 
press upon both Acheson and Mr. 
Truman his view that Iran needs 
American military and economic as- 
sistance. His country has 
had 
American backing in its conflict 


extent as Greece and Turkey. 
3. The panel of Far Eastern con- 
sultants which Acheson established 
In late summer to advise him on a 
new American anti-Communist pol- 
icy following the failures in China 
has virtually completed its work. 
It probably will reach a formal jn- 
cluslon before the week-end with a 
visit to the White House and a 
conference with President Truman. 
Philip L. Jessup, Acheson's roving 
Ambassador and trouble shooter, 
has headed the panel, 
4. Probably the most specific re- 
sult of the advice given Acheson 
by the Jessup group, so far as Is 
publicly known, Is the decision of 
the State Department to go ahead 
with peace treaty for Japan even 
though Russia and possibly other 
countries decline to participate. 
Acheson and British Foreign Min- 
ister Bevln agreed in September 
that a treaty is urgent and the 
State Department is now nearlng 
completion of a draft. 
The urgency arises partly from 
the fact that the subject has be- 
come a political Issue of tremen- 
dous Importance in Japan; and the 
Comunists have 
been 
trying to 
make capital out of the lack of 
progress on a pact. 


TextbookDrawing 
Houston Mack 
Is Recommended

A decision was expected some- 
time today on whether to adopt 
books or leave It to the newly elect- 
ed board of education which takes 
office in the next few weeks.
